After-hours construction? It could cost ya 


Legislation heads 
to Council vote

The plans to charge New 
Yorkers a nickel for every 
paper bag they get at stores 
passed its first hurdle 
Wednesday. 

City Council’s Sanitation 
Committee moved a bill, 
drafted by council members 
Margaret Chin and Brad Lan¬ 
der and backed by the de Bla- 
sio administration, to the full 
council for approval. The 
council members and envi¬ 
ronmental advocates said 
the fee, coupled with the 
state’s ban on plastic bags 
that goes into effect next 
year, will help push people 
to use reusable bags when 
they shop. 

“As a city, we need to take 
our zero waste goals seri¬ 
ously,” said City Council¬ 
man Antonio Reynoso, the 
chairman of the Sanitation 
Committee and a co-sponsor 
of the bill. 

City Councilman Chaim 
Deutsch, who cast the com¬ 
mittee’s lone vote against the 
bill, said that the proposed 
regulation would cause seri¬ 
ous financial and logistical 
problems for some New 
Yorkers who can’t carry 
nondisposable bags all of the 
time. 

“It is really a hardship to 
walk with a dozen reusable 
bags in their pocket,” he said. 

As part of the state’s ban 
on plastic bags, each New 
York municipality can opt 
into a 5 cent fee on paper 
bags that would go toward 
the state environmental pro¬ 
tection fund and each local¬ 
ity’s discretionary funds. 
Under Chin and Lander’s 
bill, the city’s 2 cent per bag 
share of the fee would be 


used to pay for free reusable 
bags for New Yorkers. 

The state’s plastic bag ban 
goes into effect in March. 

Representatives from the 
Department of Sanitation 
said Wednesday that they 
support the legislation, be¬ 
lieving it will reduce the 
amount of discarded paper. 

“This bill not only encour¬ 
ages bag reduction but also 
promotes responsible reuse 
to achieve our goal of divert¬ 
ing materials from the city’s 
waste stream and reaching 
zero waste,” Bridget Ander¬ 
son, deputy sanitation com¬ 
missioner, said in her testi¬ 
mony. 

The bill will go before the 
full council during its next 
stated hearing on Thursday. 


A city bill would make it 
more expensive for construc¬ 
tion companies to turn their 
noise up to 11 after hours. 

City Councilman Mark 
Levine introduced legislation 
last week that would increase 
by more than $400 the daily 
fees construction companies 
must pay to do work outside 
typical business hours. Levine 
said last year there were 
roughly 29,000 complaints 
made to 311 about noisy con¬ 
struction taking place on week¬ 
days between 6 p.m. and 7 
a.m. — a 20% increase from 
the nearly 25,000 complaints 
in 2014. 


“We need to make sure de¬ 
velopers are being mindful of 
the effect their work has on 
local communities,” Levine 
said in a statement. 

Currently, a company work¬ 
ing after hours must get an Af¬ 
ter-Hours Variance permit, 
which has an initial filing fee of 
$100 and a daily fee of $80. 
Levine's bill aims to raise the 
daily fee to $500. 

The councilman cited an 
audit by the city comptroller's 
office that found that 74% of 
noise complaints between Jan¬ 
uary of 2014 and June of 2016 
were construction-related. 

Department of Buildings 


spokesman Andrew Rudan- 
sky said the agency is review¬ 
ing the legislation. The depart¬ 
ment issued 18,866 new After- 
Hours Variance (AHV) permits 
for after-hours construction 
work, and renewed 48,738 
AHV permits last year. 

“We issue these after hours 
variance permits to construc¬ 
tion sites primarily in the inter¬ 
est of public safety, when it is 
determined that certain types 
of construction work can be 
performed more safely during 
off hours when there are less 
people and traffic in the adja¬ 
cent area,” Rudansky said in a 
statement. (ivan pereira) 


Boy, 7, killed by van in Queens 


Guv expands military scholarship program 


A 7-year-old boy died Wednes¬ 
day after he was pinned between 
a van and a school bus in Far Rock- 
away. Queens, police said. 

Cameron Brown, who lived just 
blocks from where he was killed, 
was crossing Gipson Street be¬ 
hind the stationary bus when a 
red Ford van hit and pinned him to 
the bus, according to cops. 

When first responders arrived. 


he was unconscious and unre¬ 
sponsive with severe body 
trauma. Brown was rushed to St. 
John's Episcopal Hospital in criti¬ 
cal condition but couldn't be 
saved, police said. 

The 22-year-old driver of the 
van remained at the scene, as 
did the bus driver, police said. 
The NYPD's investigation is ongo¬ 
ing. (LAUREN COOK) 


Gov. Andrew Cuomo on 
Wednesday said the state will 
expand eligibility for a military 
scholarship to the family of 
any member of the military 
who dies, goes missing or be¬ 
comes severely, permanently 
disabled. 

Cuomo said the state's 
Higher Education Services Cor¬ 
poration will shoulder the cost 


of the Military Enhanced 
Recognition Incentive and Trib- 
ute (MERIT) Scholarship, cre¬ 
ated in 2003, until the state 
government can vote on it in 
next year's budget. Previously, 
the scholarship was only ex¬ 
tended to a military family 
where a service member was 
killed in a combat zone. 

Under Cuomo's directive. 


the scholarship will be avail¬ 
able to children, spouses and fi¬ 
nancial dependents of service 
members who are killed, miss¬ 
ing in action, or permanently, 
severely disabled while per¬ 
forming any military duties. 

In 2018, just over 100 stu¬ 
dents were awarded the schol¬ 
arship for a total of $1.8 million, 
according to Cuomo, (alison fox) 


ICE iced-out 
of making 
arrests in 
NY courts 

Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement officers 
will no longer be allowed to 
arrest people inside state 
courthouses without a judi¬ 
cial warrant or order, accord¬ 
ing to a new directive from 
the New York State Office of 
Court Administration. 

The OCA, which is the 
administrative arm of the 
state's unified court sys¬ 
tem, previously allowed 
ICE to conduct operations 
inside its courthouses 
with administrative war¬ 
rants issued by ICE itself. 
Immigrant advocates and 
attorneys contend the 
agents often did not 
present warrants at all. 

ICE operations in and 
around New York's court¬ 
houses have skyrocketed 
in recent years. The Immi¬ 
grant Defense Project doc¬ 
umented a 1,736 percent 
increase in arrests and 
sightings between 2016 
and 2018. 

The directive, signed by 
Chief of Department 
Michael Magliano and effec¬ 
tive Wednesday, was cele¬ 
brated by advocates and im¬ 
migrant families as a ground¬ 
breaking rule change, be¬ 
lieved to be the first of its 
kind in the country. 

“This rule change is a 
big win for thousands of 
immigrants and their fami¬ 
lies across New York State 
who will no longer be sit¬ 
ting ducks in the court¬ 
room,” said Terry Lawson, 
director of the Family and 
Immigration Unit at Bronx 
Legal Services. 

A spokesman for ICE 
said the agency was re¬ 
viewing the order and de¬ 
clined to comment fur¬ 
ther. ICE has previously 
defended its courthouse 
operations, arguing they 
are consistent with law en¬ 
forcement practices na¬ 
tionwide and adding that 
such practices are often a 
last resort. (lauren cook)

Worries over new 
systems of entry

In East New York, a build¬ 
ing management team told 
tenants keys would not be 
an option once a biometric 
facial scanning security sys¬ 
tem is installed, their attor¬ 
neys said. 

And residents of a Hell’s 
Kitchen loft are in court 
seeking mechanical keys to 
the main lobby, their sole 
path to the elevator. 

Residences are consider¬ 
ing technology that prom¬ 
ises quick, convenient entry 
for tenants and their guests 
with biometrics, facial 
recognition, phone apps 
and personalized codes, but 
their traditional counter¬ 
parts are still required by 
city rules. 

The city Department of 
Buildings says it is not 
aware of any instances 
where buildings have im¬ 
properly required residents 
to rely on novel technology. 
But some New Yorkers say 
their landlord has broached 
the idea of relying solely on 
modern entry systems, 
prompting privacy con¬ 
cerns and questions about 
the technology’s accuracy. 
Lawmakers are looking to 
draft guidelines on how 
these systems collect and 
use data. 

“It’s fundamentally inap¬ 
propriate for anyone to be 
told that a condition of liv¬ 
ing somewhere is giving up 
their data,” said Lee Row¬ 
land, policy director at the 
New York Civil Liberties 
Union. “It is a problem that 
state law, that local laws do 
not clearly prohibit land¬ 
lords from using their ten¬ 
ants as a source of data.” 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo’s 
and Mayor Bill de Blasio’s 
offices did not respond to 
requests for comment be¬ 
fore deadline. 

The city Department of 
Buildings has no rules pre¬ 
venting landlords from in¬ 
stalling technology that un¬ 
locks doors by scanning 
faces or fingerprints or by 
recognizing phones or per¬ 


sonal codes, according to 
spokesman Andrew Rudan- 
sky. But these systems may 
not replace a key-based 
tool, according to Rudan- 
sky. Fobs, cards and metal 
instruments that fit in me¬ 
chanical locks are classified 
as keys under DOB proto¬ 
cols. 

Rudansky said the depart¬ 
ment has not received an ap¬ 
plication for new buildings 
or for remodeling work that 
proposes a residence only 
use an alternative to a key 
system. He said the depart¬ 
ment can respond to com¬ 
plaints about apartments 
skirting the requirement to 
physically include a tradi¬ 
tional setup, but disputes be¬ 
tween landlords and ten¬ 
ants about whether keys for 
that tool will be available 
are generally matters for 
housing court. 

Residents of lofts in 
Hell’s Kitchen have filed a 
lawsuit accusing their land¬ 
lord of diminishing services 
by refusing to provide them 
with mechanical keys to the 
main lobby, the sole place 
they can access an elevator. 
They have been relegated 
to entrances with stairs that 
lead to the back doors of 
their homes since Septem¬ 
ber 2018, when the landlord, 
517-525 West 45 LLC, in¬ 
stalled Latch, according to 
court documents. 


Latch, which is set up in 
1,000 buildings across the 
city, allows users to enter 
with a mobile app, card or 
personal code and may be 
used alongside a mechani¬ 
cal system. 

The tenants said in court 
papers that they would 
have had to register with 
Latch’s app to get a code or 
card, which 
they said in 
court filings 
would have 
provided per¬ 
sonal infor¬ 
mation to 
Latch, which 
had the right 
to “exploit” 
it. 

Latch CEO 
Luke Schoen- 
felder said in 
a statement 
that the com¬ 
pany is revis¬ 
ing its pri¬ 
vacy policy 
to remove 
any ambigu¬ 
ity about its 
practices. He 
said Latch does not capture, 
store or use GPS location 
data — although Android 
devices may require GPS to 
be enabled for Bluetooth to 
work — or provide land¬ 
lords with information 
about when residents ac¬ 
cess their apartments or pri¬ 


vate spaces. Latch does not 
engage in social media mon¬ 
itoring or share data with 
third parties for marketing 
purposes, he added. 

“We believe that every 
tenant’s right to privacy 
must be paramount in this 
conversation. We also be¬ 
lieve that tenants should 
not be asked to submit any 
type of bio¬ 
metric infor¬ 
mation — 
or have a 
Wi-Fi con¬ 
nection — 
just to enter 
their apart¬ 
ment. We 
are excited 
to work 
with NY leg- 
islators to 
ensure that 
all New 
York ten¬ 
ants are 
treated with 
fairness and 
respect 
when using 
any type of 
new tech¬ 
nology to enter their build¬ 
ing or apartment,” Schoen- 
felder said in a statement. 

The landlord argued in 
court papers that Latch was 
installed after a 2018 bur¬ 
glary and that the system 
meets city code. The filings 
indicate the tenants in¬ 


volved in the proceedings 
are also challenging the 
owner’s approved plans to 
formally convert the lofts 
into a residential property. 

In East New York, rent- 
regulated tenants of At¬ 
lantic Plaza Towers are 
fighting Nelson Manage¬ 
ment Group’s plans to in¬ 
stall a biometric security 
system, citing research 
about such technology 
being less accurate for 
users of color, as well as pri¬ 
vacy concerns. 

Building management in¬ 
dicated during a February 
meeting that keys would 
not be an option once the 
new system is in place, ac¬ 
cording to Brooklyn Legal 
Services, which is represent¬ 
ing the tenants. 

Nelson Management 
Group spokesman Chris 
Santarelli did not directly re¬ 
spond when asked about 
the landlord’s plans to nix 
keys and said the company 
could not comment on the 
Department of Buildings’ 
analysis. 

He said Nelson Manage¬ 
ment Group is awaiting ap¬ 
proval from the state 
agency overseeing rent-reg¬ 
ulated buildings. If imple¬ 
mented, Santarelli said secu¬ 
rity would still be on site at 
all times to assist residents 
with entry. 

The StoneLock True Fric¬ 


tionless Solutions system 
Nelson Management Group 
has in mind scans and recog¬ 
nizes registered users as 
they approach based on less 
than 5 percent of biometric 
profiles of their faces. 

StoneLock CEO and co¬ 
founder Colleen Dunlap 
said in a statement that its 
equipment is designed to 
admit, without any physical 
touch, “the elderly and oth¬ 
erwise abled.” Dunlap said 
user data captures features 
that cannot be seen in pho¬ 
tos and, therefore, would be 
useless for identification 
and commercial purposes. 
The information is en¬ 
crypted and never leaves 
the equipment controlled 
by landlords, she said. 

StoneLock said it could 
not share customer informa¬ 
tion when asked how many 
buildings in the city use its 
technology. Although Stone¬ 
Lock can be used alongside 
a traditional lock, “any over¬ 
ride of the system by a me¬ 
chanical or electric lock, 
while compatible, would un¬ 
dermine the integrity and 
value of installing a Stone¬ 
Lock True Frictionless solu¬ 
tion,” Dunlap said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Such new tech, including 
the types of fobs and cards 
that can be tracked, goes be¬ 
yond the surveillance of¬ 
fered by cameras by making 
it easier to access logs of res¬ 
idents’ comings and goings, 
according to the NYCLU’s 
Rowland. 

Assemb. Linda Rosenthal 
has introduced state legisla¬ 
tion that would require land¬ 
lords to allow residents to 
use a traditional entry 
method — despite not yet 
settling on a formal defini¬ 
tion of this — and set limits 
on how data is used. 

City Councilman Mark 
Levine said he is drafting a 
measure that would ensure 
tenants are informed of 
what, if any, data is col¬ 
lected advanced key sys¬ 
tems as well as how it is 
stored and used. 

“It would be naive in this 
day and age to assume that 
these data sets are immune 
from hacking,” Levine said 
of legislation he anticipates 
introducing by fall.

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Ferry fight sails 
to City^uncil

No proof it serves 
neediest: Officials

There’s no proof that the 
highly subsidized NYC 
Ferry actually serves lower- 
income commuters, city offi¬ 
cials said Wednesday. 

While Mayor Bill de Bla- 
sio has championed his mu¬ 
nicipal ferry service as an 
equalizer that addresses 
some of New York’s “his¬ 
toric inequities,” his adminis¬ 
tration has not collected any 
data on rider income or 
home addresses to serve as 
proof, according to the city’s 
Economic Development 
Corporation. 

“For travel surveys where 


we’re generally asking to un¬ 
derstand how people are 
moving about it has not 
been a... practice to be ask¬ 
ing about people’s income,” 
said James Wong, the EDC’s 
director of NYC Ferry ser¬ 
vice, at a City Council hear¬ 
ing Wednesday. 

The EDC, which oversees 
the privately run ferry net¬ 
work, has also touted the 
proximity of some ferry 
landings to NYCHA com¬ 
plexes. But the EDC doesn’t 
gather rider addresses dur¬ 
ing their surveys, either, ac¬ 
cording to the officials who 
testified at the hearing. 

The testimony on riders’ 
demographic backgrounds 
came as the City Council ex¬ 
plores greater oversight on 
what is the mayor’s signa¬ 
ture transportation project. 


NYC Ferry has attracted 
scrutiny from outsiders for 
its sky-high funding levels 
compared to its relatively 
low ridership. 

De Blasio is committing 
$638.5 million in capital 
spending to the service 
through 2022. For a $2.75 
one-way trip, the service re¬ 
quires a whopping $10.73 
per-ride subsidy. 

While some council mem¬ 
bers championed the pro¬ 
gram as a new option to get 
around and pushed for more 
routes, others worried that 
many of the ferries simply 
served affluent waterfront 
neighborhoods and ques¬ 
tioned whether the money 
could be more efficiently 
spent. 

Councilman Antonio 
Reynoso, of Brooklyn, ques¬ 


tioned whether it would be 
more effective to pump re¬ 
sources into more efficient 
transit options, like MTA 
buses and subways, or Citi 
Bike, which doesn’t receive 
any taxpayer money. 

“Waterfront areas in the 
city of New York tend to be 
where more affluent people 
live. What I want to do is 
make sure that we’re talking 


about how we’re spending 
the money — a significant 
subsidy — and who is receiv¬ 
ing that,” Reynoso said. “Rid¬ 
ership within the MTA and 
in the Citi Bike system is a 
lot more, what I consider ‘eq¬ 
uitable’ ... ” 

City Comptroller Scott 
Stringer has pushed for a po¬ 
tential city takeover of opera¬ 
tions — a measure that 


could potentially increase 
transparency around the ser¬ 
vice. 

James Katz, the EDC chief 
of staff, said a transfer of con¬ 
trol could be possible, but 
faces several hurdles, includ¬ 
ing the fate of the several 
hundred workers the private 
company operating NYC 
Ferry, Hornblower, has 
hired to run the network. 
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Manhattan beep calls 
for L riders’ ‘busway’ 

The city needs better M14 bus service and 
14th Street vehicle restrictions — even for the 
partial L train shutdown, according to Manhattan 
Borough President Gale Brewer. 

Brewer penned a letter to MTA and City De¬ 
partment of Transportation officials dated 
Wednesday, calling for the agencies to roll out 
plans for M14 Select Bus Service and institute a 
“busway” of sorts along the corridor in time for 
the Canarsie tunnel reconstruction, beginning on 
the L line April 26. 

The work, revised from the long-planned full 
shutdown of L service, will limit L service to one 
of two underwater tunnels during nights and 
weekends, when the MTA will run three trains 
per hour — a significant reduction in some 
cases. Brewer says that even though those re¬ 
ductions would take place during the off hours, 
the bus enhancements are necessary to keep 
some of the roughly 400,000 daily L riders mov¬ 
ing. 

“While the revised ‘Alternate Service Plan’ for 
the L-train rehabilitation will carry many more rid¬ 
ers than the initial version, we still need to plan 
for what will be an extensive undertaking that will 
inconvenience riders, especially on nights and 
weekends,” Brewer wrote, though she requests 
tweaks to both SBS and original busway plans. 

The MTA is currently planning to roll out M14 
SBS by June, but the busway appears to have 
been mothballed after authority officials said 
they believed it would likely not be necessary 
under the new approach. The DOT has not re¬ 
sponded to multiple inquiries asking about the 
status of the bus-only plans for the street with 
the partial L closure fewer than two weeks away.

MTA fare hike to hit 
riders on Sunday 

The fares are going up — again. 

The cost to ride MTA subways, buses and 
railroads are set to rise this Easter Sunday, 
as the authority promises to get its costs 
under control. 

Under hikes approved earlier this year, 
monthly MetroCard costs will rise from $121 
to $127, while weekly cards will increase from 
$32 to $33. The base MetroCard fare will re¬ 
main at $2.75, though the MTA will eliminate 
its purchasing bonus that adds additional 
cash to riders who put at least $5.50 on their 
cards. 

MTA Chairman and CEO Pat Foye said the 
authority is focused on reforms, outlined by 
the new state budget, to reduce costs from 
both operating and capital expenses. Even 
with the hikes, the MTA is facing a nearly $1 
billion operating budget gap by 2022. 

The fare hikes follow a toll increase at the 
end of March, and the passage of a $175 bil¬ 
lion state budget that secured tens of billions 
in revenue through bonds for the MTA’s next 
capital program, via congestion pricing and 
other new taxes. (vincent barone)

I n the summer of 2015, 
Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
signed Executive Order 
147, appointing the state 
attorney general to investi¬ 
gate the deaths of unarmed 
civilians killed by police. 

The order came after 
high-profile police-in¬ 
volved killings in New 
York City and beyond, 
when distrust of law en¬ 
forcement in general was 
simmering in areas where 
the deaths had occurred. 
Some observers hoped an 
outside investigation might 
be a way to subdue that 
anger, something more 
definite than internal 
police department punish¬ 
ments or lack thereof 
This new process has 
run its course for Saheed 
Vassell, the 34-year-old 
Brooklynite who was 
playing with a metal object 
that police mistook for a 
gun on April 4 of last year. 
He was fatally shot by the 
officers. Late last month, 
state Attorney General 
Tish James released her 
report, which found that 
the NYPD officers’ actions 
were legally justified. 

The 59-page report 


Sentencing 
postponed in 
jogger case 

The sentencing of Chanel 
Lewis for the murder of Howard 
Beach jogger Karina Vetrano 
was postponed until next week 
so the court could hold a hear¬ 
ing into defense allegations of 
juror misconduct in the case. 

Queens State Supreme 
Court Justice Michael Aloise set 
the hearing for Monday on the 
defense motion to set aside the 
April 1 verdict that convicted 
Lewis, 22, of first- and second- 
degree murder and sex abuse 
in the Aug. 2, 2016, strangula¬ 
tion of 30-year-old Vetrano as 
she ran near her home. 

The exact allegation of juror 
misconduct is unclear because 
Aloise is keeping the court fil¬ 
ings under seal.

includes some morbid 
details about the moments 
leading up to VasselTs 
death. Multiple witnesses 
said they didn’t hear police 
say anything to Vassell 
before shooting. Multiple 
officers say they heard 
people yell things like 
“drop it.” Vassell had been 
diagnosed as bipolar. Some 
of the responding officers 
had never fired their guns 
while on patrol before. At 
least one helped handcuff 
Vassell after he was shot. 

The report comes to 
some consensus on the 911 
operator and dispatch 
system, which relayed 
definite information to 


police about the suspect 
having a gun, though 911 
callers had been less cer¬ 
tain. One of the AG’s 
recommendations was to 
expand training for opera¬ 
tors and dispatchers. 

A statement from the 
NYPD called VasselTs 
death a tragedy and said 
James’ recommendations 
were under review. 

In a meeting with am- 
NewYork’s editorial board 
last week James called the 
report process one of the 
most difficult parts of her 
term so far, given that 
VasselTs family had been 
“pleading with our office to 
take action.” 


James cited a need to be 
“passionate” and “sympa¬ 
thetic” but also “objective.” 
Beyond the report recom¬ 
mendations, she thought 
the special prosecutor 
process had worked well. 

Eric Vassell, Saheed’s 
father, feels differently. 

“We are not happy with 
their decision,” he says. He 
said he went to the attor¬ 
ney general’s Manhattan 
office and met with James’ 
staff last month, but James 
wasn’t at the meeting. A 
representative for James 
said the attorney general 
previously had met with 
the family and that she was 
not in every meeting. 


Vassell, 64, thought the 
police acted recklessly and 
that the 911 program should 
be changed. 

Vassell said he will 
continue pushing for 
something to happen in the 
wake of his son’s death. He 
has filed a civil suit against 
the city and the police 
officers who shot his son. 
But for now the family 
keeps grieving. 

There is the room that 
Saheed used to sleep in, 
with colorful artwork that 
Saheed had purchased still 
hanging on the wall — an 
image of flowers in orange 
and yellow, another depict¬ 
ing clouds and birds flying. 
Now there’s also a memo¬ 
rial picture of Saheed with 
the words: “Our Beloved 
Saheed Ndale Vassell.” 
Vassell says Saheed’s 
mother goes into the room 
to cry. Saheed’s 16-year-old 
son sometimes sleeps there 
as well. 

Vassell stresses that his 
son might have been 
mentally unstable, but he 
wasn’t known to be violent. 

“Nobody should be ever 
killed like that,” he says. 
“The police are here to 
protect us.”

New York remains the 
largest metropolitan area in 
the country — by far — ac¬ 
cording to the latest Census 
Bureau population esti¬ 
mates released Thursday. 

The 2018 popu¬ 
lation estimates 
were released be¬ 
fore the 2020 
Census, the offi¬ 
cial count that is 
done every 
decade. 

Brooklyn had the ninth- 
highest population by 
county in the country, with 
about 2.58 million people liv¬ 
ing in the borough, accord¬ 
ing to the estimates. But that 
was less than the about 2.59 
million people the Census 
recorded there in July 2017. 

And while Los Angeles 


County took the top spot for 
county population — with a 
total recorded population of 
about 10.1 million people — 
the New York metropolitan 
area (which includes New 
York, Newark and 
Jersey City) had a 
population of 
about 19.98 million 
people, well sur¬ 
passing it's west 
coast counterpart. 
Only 13.3 million 
people were recorded in The 
Los Angeles metropolitan 
area, according to the data. 

Across the country, cities 
in the south and west saw 
the most population growth. 
The area that includes Dal¬ 
las, Fort Worth and Arlington 
saw the most growth of any 
metropolitan area, (alison fox)

Macron wants to 
rebuild in 5 years 

France will open the re¬ 
design of Notre-Dame de 
Paris cathedral’s historic 
spire to international archi¬ 
tects after Monday night’s 
catastrophic blaze that gut¬ 
ted the centuries-old roof 
and sent the towering spire 
crashing through the 
vaulted ceiling. 

The government’s an¬ 
nouncement on Wednes¬ 
day added to a question 
many are asking as France 
grieves for its national sym¬ 
bol — whether the familiar 
outline at the heart of the 
capital should be restored 
as it was or given a modern 


twist. 

President Emmanuel 
Macron pledged in a prime¬ 
time address to the nation 
on Tuesday that Notre 
Dame would be rebuilt 
within five years. Tycoons, 
international firms, local au¬ 
thorities and individuals 
have promised financial 
and expert help — with a 
total of nearly 900 million 
euros pledged by Wednes¬ 
day. 

The cathedral was built 
over nearly 200 years start¬ 
ing in the middle of the 12th 
century, although it was 
only in the mid 1800s that 
architect Eugene Viollet-le- 
Duc added the lead-cov¬ 
ered spire during restora¬ 
tion work.

“The international com¬ 
petition will allow us to ask 
the question of whether we 
should even recreate the 
spire as it was conceived by 
Viollet-le-Duc,” Prime Min¬ 
ister Edouard Philippe said. 

“Or whether, as is often 
the case during the evolu¬ 
tion of heritage, we should 


endow Notre Dame with a 
new spire that reflects the 
techniques and challenges 
of our era.” 

Monday’s inferno devas¬ 
tated a world treasure, 
prompting an outpouring of 
collective sorrow and soul- 
searching in France over 
whether to recreate the de-

stroyed oak-framed roofing 
and spire or adapt the cathe¬ 
dral to the 21st century. 

As Philippe spoke, fire¬ 
fighters were working to 
stabilize a fire-ravaged pin¬ 
nacle that houses one of 
Notre Dame’s 13th-century 
stained-glass rose windows. 

There was no immediate 
danger that the structure 
would topple but statues 
were also being removed to 
reduce the risk of move¬ 
ment, the fire service’s 
spokesman said. 

“Today, there is no risk 
of collapse. Our priority is 
to stabilize the pinnacles 


which are weakened, since 
they are no longer held up 
by the roof and its frame,” 
Lieutenant-Colonel Gabriel 
Plus told Reuters. 

President Donald 
Trump had a phone call 
with Pope Francis, head of 
the Roman Catholic 
Church, on Wednesday to 
offer condolences over 
the fire. Trump said in a 
tweet he had offered the 
help of “our great experts 
on renovation and con¬ 
struction.” 

It was not yet known 
what caused the blaze.

Tuition aid 
caught up in 
political games 

T he financial cost to New York for finally passing a 
law that says people brought here illegally as 
young children can access financial aid for state col¬ 
leges is estimated at $27 million annually. It’s a price 
Democrats were glad to commit to pay once they took 
over the State Senate this year, and rightfully so. New 
York will be better off for it. 

But now the political price of the Sen. Jose Peralta 
Dream Act is clear. Any time Democrats hesitate to ap¬ 
prove a plan Republicans support, the GOP will howl that 
New York is paying millions to send immigrants here ille¬ 
gally to college but they won’t fund [fill in the blank]. 

Tuition for miiitary-fomiiy survivors 

Republicans test-drove this strategy last week when 
some Assembly Democrats tabled a bill to fund college for 
spouses and dependents of military members killed or se¬ 
verely disabled on duty outside of a war zone. Children 
and spouses of military members killed or severely dis¬ 
abled in war zones already were covered in the $2.7 million 
Military Enhanced Recognition Incentive and Tribute pro¬ 
gram (MERIT) included in the recently approved state 
budget, which is how such spending is funded when the 
program, and not the political optics, are the priority. 

The tabling of the GOP bill by Democrats, who said it 
was outside of the budget and didn’t contain data on how 
much it would cost, was technically correct but politically 
foolish. After Republican legislators exploded with indigna¬ 
tion, a plan from Senate Democrats to expand the program 
next year so it could be budgeted properly didn’t help, and 
the issue caught fire. It became an inferno when President 
Donald Trump tweeted, “In New York State, Democrats 
blocked a Bill expanding College Tuition for Gold Star fam¬ 
ilies after approving aid for illegal immigrants. No wonder 
so many people are leaving N.Y. Very Sad!” 

A spokesman for Senate Republicans pointed out that 
when they controlled the chamber in 2018, the bill passed 
62-0. But that vote included every Democratic senator and 
took place six weeks after the budget agreement that could 
have funded it was signed. Asked why Senate Republicans 
never included this measure — clearly a bipartisan slam 
dunk when handled properly — in their budget proposals 
or demanded it in end-of-session negotiations when they 
controlled the chamber, that spokesman had no answer. 

Democrats were outmaneuvered 

Allowing dependents of New York military members 
killed or severely disabled in the line of duty outside of 
combat zones access to college funding is worthy, and it’s 
going to happen. The controversy ended Wednesday 
when Gov. Andrew M. Cuomo issued an executive order 
to expand the MERIT program to include this group. But 
no one has been able to say how many such dependents 
there are or project how much funding is needed. For his 
announcement, Cuomo appeared with Mecca Nelson of 
Brooklyn, whose husband died in combat in Iraq and 
whose family was already covered by the existing pro¬ 
gram. 

The Gold Star imbroglio is an apt lesson on today’s politi¬ 
cal climate. The cynical play by the state’s Republicans got 
them both the reaction they wanted and the policy they 
claimed to seek. The state’s Democrats found themselves 
outmaneuvered and smeared for standing in the way of a 
meritorious policy they didn’t actually oppose.

NYC fails its soccer talent

i riving through Brooklyn re¬ 
cently, I was amazed at how 
many kids were kicking soc¬ 
cer balls on what appeared to be 
every patch of concrete. 

A decade ago, many might have 
been playing basketball. But more of 
them have taken to wearing jerseys 
with the names of European-based su¬ 
perstars like Messi (Lionel Messi of 
Argentina plays for Barcelona in 
Spain), Ronaldo (Cristiano Ronaldo 
of Portugal plays for Juventus in Italy) 
and Neymar (Neymar da Silva Santos 
of Brazil plays for Paris Saint-Ger¬ 
main in France) proudly emblazoned 
on the back. 

Indeed, spring has seen turf fields 
around the city — like Pier 5 or 
Prospect Park-Caton Road in Brook¬ 
lyn or those on the West Side High¬ 
way — teeming with budding players. 


New York is a city of immigrants and 
soccer — or football, as it is known in 
most countries, the most popular 
sport in the world. Why, then, do so 
few NYC-based teams feature in the 
top youth rankings in the country? 

The top 20 teams in my daughter’s 
12-and-younger group, according to 
gotsoccer.com, are dominated by 
clubs from Northern California and 
the New York-New Jersey suburbs. 
Her team, Clarkstown, is based in 
Rockland County. When I take her to 
tournaments, I never see a team from 
Brooklyn, the Bronx, Queens or 
Staten Island, even though the pas¬ 
sion is obviously there. Manhattan 
Soccer Club, which trains on Ran¬ 
dall’s Island, is at times an exception. 

The reason has to be the facilities. 
When you get out of the city, sprawl¬ 
ing fields are available. The most tal¬ 
ented city kids are forced to trek out 
of their neighborhoods to play at an 


elite level. New York’s Major League 
Soccer teams. New York City EC and 
the New York Red Bulls, have youth 
academies that draw NYC’s best tal¬ 
ent, but are based in the suburbs. 

Another factor is cost. Unlike in Eu¬ 
rope, where youth soccer is free at top 
academies, in America, it usually 
comes with a heavy price tag. It’s com¬ 
mon for top academies to charge up 
to $4,000 a year in fees alone. There’s 
an ongoing debate about why the U.S. 
national men’s team continues to 
struggle internationally. Until soccer 
is nurtured at the grassroots and 
made affordable and accessible for all, 
some of New York’s promising tal¬ 
ents will fall by the wayside.

Impact made on 
2 school districts

Some of New York City’s 
most sought-after middle 
schools could begin to dra¬ 
matically reshape their stu¬ 
dent bodies as high-profile 
integration 
efforts in 
two districts 
appear to be 
making an 
impact, according to data re¬ 
leased Monday by the edu¬ 
cation department. 

Most of the schools in 
Brooklyn’s District 15 and 
Manhattan’s District 3 of¬ 
fered admission to a more 
diverse range of students 
for the upcoming school 
year, the first test of 
whether hotly debated ad¬ 
missions changes piloted 


this year are working. 

The results are only pre¬ 
liminary though: Families 
could ultimately choose to 
enroll in different schools. 
Families have until May to 
appeal. 

This year’s admissions of¬ 
fers show potential for dra¬ 
matic changes both at popu¬ 
lar schools and those that 
have flown under the radar 
of more af¬ 
fluent, white 
families. 

In Brook¬ 
lyn, M.S. 51 
William Alexander could 
enroll a sixth-grade class 
where 57% of students are 
needy, up from just 33% last 
year. 

In Manhattan, P.S. 180 
Hugo Newman could serve 
far fewer students who are 
struggling in the classroom 
and come from low-income 
families, with just 40% of of¬ 
fers going to those students 


this year — down 28 points 
from last year. 

“Our schools are stronger 
when they reflect the diver¬ 
sity of our city,” schools 
Chancellor Richard Car¬ 
ranza said in an emailed 
statement. “Today we’re 


seeing the first impact of 
community-driven efforts 
to integrate our schools.” 

The results are important 
because both districts have 
been seen as pioneers for in¬ 
tegration models that could 
spread to other parts of the 


city. The proposed changes 
caused an uproar in Manhat¬ 
tan, where one mother’s 
protest that high-achieving 
students would be elbowed 
out of the most selective 
schools went viral, and 
prompted more muted con¬ 


cerns in Brooklyn. 

Families in both districts 
apply to middle schools 
rather than being assigned a 
neighborhood school based 
on where they live. 

District 15 undertook 
what is probably the most 
dramatic integration plan 
approved yet by the city. 
This year, the district’s 11 
middle schools eliminated 
screens — selective admis¬ 
sions criteria that allow 
schools to pick students 
based on factors such as 
test scores, report card 
grades and interviews. In¬ 
stead, families applied to 
the schools of their choice 
and admissions were deter¬ 
mined by a lottery.

Efforts to tweak how stu¬ 
dents are admitted to many 
New York City schools are un¬ 
derway, but one thing isn't 
changing much: where students 
are posting test scores high 
enough to qualify them for 
gifted programs. 

This year, 32,841 students 
took the city's exam for gifted¬ 
ness and nearly a quarter re¬ 
ceived a score allowing them to 
advance to the next phase of 
the application process, the 
city's education department an¬ 
nounced this week. 

As has historically been the 
case, more affluent areas such 
as Districts 2 and 3 in Manhat¬ 
tan and District 15 in Brooklyn 
had the most families apply — 
and also the 
highest rate 
of students 
scoring in the 
90th percentile or above, mak¬ 
ing them eligible for gifted pro¬ 
grams. 

That means the stark segre¬ 
gation of the city's gifted classes 
is on track to persist another 
year. Enrollment in them is al¬ 
most the reverse of the overall 
demographics in the school sys¬ 
tem: Black and Hispanic stu¬ 


dents make up only 27% of stu¬ 
dents in the classes, though 
they comprise close to 70% of 
students citywide. 

That disparity has become 
one of several flashpoints as the 
city grapples 
with whether 
and how to 
promote 
racial and economic integration. 
But as the city has encouraged 
parent councils to consider inte¬ 
gration when drawing zone 
lines, incentivized communities 
to rethink middle school admis¬ 
sions, and lobbied to change ad¬ 
missions at some of the most 
elite high schools, it has not 
made a substantial dent in 


which students are admitted to 
gifted programs via the screen¬ 
ing exam. 

In District 2, which includes 
the Upper East Side and much 
of Manhattan below 59th 
Street, more than 1,200 chil¬ 
dren entering kindergarten 
through third grade met the 
city's bar for giftedness. 

In contrast, five districts that 
are smaller and far less affluent 
each had fewer than 20 children 
score at that level.

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Rents keep soaring to 
new heights: Report 


Highs in B’kiyn, 
Manhattan, Qns.

New Yorkers looking for 
a new apartment in the next 
couple of months shouldn’t 
expect any bargains, accord¬ 
ing to a StreetEasy report 
set for release on Thursday. 

The real estate listing 
site’s report on the first 
quarter of 2019 for Manhat¬ 
tan, Brooklyn and Queens 
properties found that me¬ 
dian rent for the three bor¬ 
oughs reached new highs. 

Manhattan’s median rent 
was $3,217 — a 2.6% jump 
from the first quarter of 
2018, and, according to 
StreetEasy’s records, the 
quickest rents have risen by 
this amount in the borough 


since 2016. 

Brooklyn’s median rent 
was $2,608, a 2.2% jump 
from the same period last 
year; and Queens’ median 
rents were $2,173, a 2.5% in¬ 
crease from the first quarter 
of 2018. 

StreetEasy senior econo¬ 
mist Grant Long 
said fewer leases 
in the first quarter 
came with asking- 
rent cuts as a con¬ 
cession, particu¬ 
larly in Brooklyn. 

About 17.1% of 
units in the bor¬ 
ough came with of¬ 
fers for rent mark- 
downs in the first quarter of 
2019, compared with 23.8% 
during the same period last 
year, according to the re¬ 
port. 

“We’re coming out of an 
unusually competitive win¬ 


ter rental season in which 
many renters found them¬ 
selves in a weaker negotiat¬ 
ing position than in years 
past,” Long said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Long predicted that land¬ 
lords will “have the upper 
hand” in the spring and sum¬ 
mer when it comes 
to leasing. 

“As would-be 
buyers opt to em¬ 
brace renting while 
sale prices are fall¬ 
ing, the competi¬ 
tion that new grads 
and other trans¬ 
plants entering the 
city’s workforce 
would typically bring this 
time of year will be even 
more pronounced,” he said. 

The report said there was 
one location in the three 
boroughs that saw a year- 
to-year dip in median rents:

northern Brooklyn. 

The median in the first 
quarter was $3,061, a 0.5% 
decrease from the same 
time last year, due to an 
oversupply of units in neigh¬ 
borhoods such as Williams¬ 


burg and Greenpoint. 

StreetEasy cited the now- 
canceled total L train shut¬ 
down as the main factor for 
those vacancies. 

The report found that 
northwest Brooklyn saw 


the borough’s largest me¬ 
dian rent increase in the 
first quarter, however. 

Median rent for units in 
the area was $3,068, a 3.3% 
jump from the first quarter 
of 2018.

Sensational new 
musical soars

The Act One finale of the 
stunning musical romance 
“Hadestown” contains the 
most memorable, eerie and 
politically relevant moment 
of the entire Broadway 
season — but its ultimate 
effect was unintentional. 

In 2010, Anais Mitchell, a 
Vermont-based folk singer- 
songwriter, released 
“Hadestown,” a quasi-oper- 
atic concept album based 
on the ancient Greek tale of 
Orpheus and Eurydice. 

In Mitchell’s hands, the 
messenger god Hermes 
(Andre De Shields, flashy 
and grooving) narrates a 
contemporized version in 
which the sensitive Or¬ 
pheus (Reeve Carney, 
dreamy-eyed with a soft- 
rock tenor voice) is too 
focused on playing the 
guitar to provide for the 
real world needs of Eury¬ 
dice (Eva Noblezada, jaded 
and instinctual), who ven¬ 
tures down to an industrial¬ 
ized underworld overseen 
by Hades (Patrick Page, 
cool and sinister) and his 
wife Persephone (Amber 
Gray, riled up and mis¬ 
chievous). 

Serving as the knockout 
Act One finale is the omi¬ 


nous anthem “Why We 
Build the Wall,” in which 
Hades explains his reasons 
for forcing his subjects to 
construct a giant border 
wall. “How does the wall 
keep us free? The wall 
keeps out the enemy; And 
we build the wall to keep us 
free; That’s why we build 
the wall; We build the wall 
to keep us free.” To be 
clear, this was written long 
before the Trump presiden¬ 


tial campaign became a 
reality. 

Directed by Rachel 
Chavkin (“Natasha, Pierre 
& The Great Comet of 
1812”), “Hadestown” con¬ 
tains a stunning visual 
design evoking both a New 
Orleans barroom scene and 
a smoldering mechanical 
underworld, complemented 
by a rollicking band, bold 
performances and expres¬ 
sive choreography. 


The score — which 
contains airy folk-pop for 
the lovers and a livelier jazz 
idiom for the denizens of 
the underworld — comes 
off as distinctive and authen¬ 
tic by Broadway standards. 
Many of the songs are 
reflective in nature, which 
can lead to some slow 
points, but the show overall 
is exciting and beautiful. 

Indeed, “Hadestown” 
may very well become the 
next risk-taking, genre-defy¬ 
ing new musical to catch on 
with a larger audience and 
achieve major commercial 
success.

‘Motown 60’ marks 
musical milestone

Sixty years ago, a cer¬ 
tain sound started mak¬ 
ing Detroit a home for 
some of music’s most 
iconic hitmakers. 

The Supremes, the 
Temptations, the Four 
Tops, Marvin Gaye and 
Martha and the Vandel- 
las were among acts that 
did much to help the 
Berry Gordy Jr.-founded 
Motown Records build 
its name and its unique 
place in the industry. Its 
six-decade milestone is 
celebrated by some who 
made the songs — plus 
many famous peers and 
admirers — in CBS’ spe¬ 
cial “Motown 60: A 
Grammy Celebration” 
airing Sunday. 

Recorded at Los Ange¬ 
les’ Microsoft Theater, 
the event features Mo¬ 
town originals Smokey 
Robinson (who co-hosts 
with Cedric the Enter¬ 
tainer), Diana Ross, Ste¬ 
vie Wonder and Martha 
Reeves.

How the musician 
finds a balance

Amanda Palmer has had 
a thrilling past seven years. 
She gave a TED Talk in 
20B called “The Art of Ask¬ 
ing,” which she then turned 
into a New York Times- 
bestselling book of the 
same name. She gave birth 
to her first child, and her 
openness about her life has 
helped a lot of people, as a 
perusal of the replies to her 
Twitter feed indicates. 

Palmer has also had a 
bruising last seven years. 
She’s lost people to suicide, 
dealt with rough patches in 
her marriage and watched 
her best friend die of can¬ 
cer. She’s dealt with the ev¬ 
eryday inequities of how 
the music industry treats 
men and women. She’s had 
a miscarriage. 

“There Will Be No Inter¬ 
mission,” the 42-year-old’s 
latest album, tries to em¬ 
body both of those truths, 
to reconcile life’s highs and 
lows. 

“A lot of this album,” 
Palmer says, “is the mar¬ 
riage of those two sides of 
myself” 

We caught up with 
Palmer to talk about her 
tour. 

This album deals with 
some pretty heavy topics. 
What has that meant for 
the live show? 

It makes the concerts 
pretty extraordinary, 
because I’m not getting up 
there and posing as an 
enigmatic rock star. I’m 
getting up there and really 
opening myself up and 
spilling the truth, while 
trying really hard not to 
leave the audience in a 
dark place. That’s a good 
challenge for me. I’m used 
to playing a show that’s

pretty entertaining, pretty 
wild, pretty funny, with a 
few handfuls of the dark 
thrown in there for bal¬ 
ance. This particular show 
is like a 10-course meal of 
sorrow and joy. And it’s 
exhausting. These are all 
skills I didn’t [expletive] 
have 15 years ago, or 10 
years ago, or even five 
years ago. And in the time 
of Trump and Pence, to be 
able to get on stage all 
over this country and talk 
to tens of thousands of 
people about what it’s like 
to go get an abortion? Even 
if a few people feel discon¬ 
certed? I absolutely feel 
like that’s our most power¬ 
ful political weapon right 
now, just talking about 
what it’s like and how it 
feels. 

Your work is sometimes 
met with backlash online, 
due to its content or for 
personal reasons. How do 


you deal with that? 

I have learned how to 
guard against that by 
making myself as vulnera¬ 
ble as possible.... I care 
less and less about impress¬ 
ing people and less and 
less about concerting 
people, because the older I 
get the more I realize that 
many of the folks feeling 
disconcerted need to feel 
disconcerted. And I used 
to use the truth more as a 
very blunt hammer, and 
nowadays I feel like I’m 
using it more like a surgi¬ 
cal knife — I understand 
so much more than I used 
to about how to connect 
using words with my 
community and especially 
having gone through what 
I’ve gone through in the 
last seven years ... I’ve 
gotten such an incredible 
taste of what it’s like to 
actually be able to help 
people. And I don’t want to 
separate Amanda Palmer, 
the person who can give a 
motivational speech about 
art and write a self-help 
book, from Amanda 
Palmer, the person who 
can sit down and write 
songs about pain. 






























































Q&A with NIA DACOSTA 


NYC filmmaker goes 
outside comfort zone 


Directorial debut 
set in N. Dakota

The adage is write what 
you know, but for Nia 
DaCosta’s debut feature 
film, “Little Woods” is 
quite a departure from her 
New York City roots. In 
the movie starring Tessa 
Thompson and Lily James 
as two sisters struggling 
through various crises in an 
oil boomtown, the 
native Brooklynite 
chose to explore real 
issues plaguing many 
Americans, specifi¬ 
cally those unseen 
stories in North 
Dakota. 

“I was engaging 
with women who 
live in different 
parts of the coun¬ 
try and particularly 
women who would 
be affected by the 
changes in health 
care and the lim¬ 
ited access to 


Planned Parenthood or 
women’s clinics,” DaCosta 
explains. “As a New 
Yorker, I have so much 
access, in the physical 
sense, but also because I 
live in a progressive city. 
My means stretch further 
in a place like New York, 
whereas when you’re in a 
rural part of America, 
there’s that isolation. They 
are the ones hit hardest by 
this legislation.” 

We spoke with DaCosta 
about “Little Woods,” 
which hits theaters Friday, 
and the upcoming Jordan 
Peele-produced “Candy- 
man,” which she is set to 
direct. 

How has New York shaped 
your filmmaking career? 

It was my first experi¬ 
ence with formal education 
in film. I went to Tisch at 
NYU, and that’s truly a 
conservatory. We shot on 
film in my second year, 
which is amazing. In my

third year, I went to Prague 
and shot on 35 mm film. 
And so there was so much 
that was tactile and immedi¬ 
ate. Also just facilitating 
how to get all the ideas in 
your head onto the screen. 

Not many women, espe¬ 
cially women of color, get 
the chance to make a 
feature film and have it 
distributed. What were 
some of those early obsta¬ 
cles? 

I acknowledge the amount 
of women, and women of 
color, black women in 
particular, who paved the 
way for this and who 
effected so much change so 
that I could have a rela¬ 
tively easy time. I will say 


the hardest part about it 
I’ve experienced thus far, is 
the small ways in which 
you’re sort of undermined. 
So part of it is yourself not 
trusting yourself, ‘cause 
you’ve kind of been social¬ 
ized as a woman — as a 
woman of color, in particu¬ 
lar — to doubt who you are 
and where you are and to 
have impostor syndrome to 
such a degree. On the flip 
side though, we also get fed 
a diet of “you have to work 
twice as hard to get half as 
far” and I think that’s 
helped me in life because 
I’ve definitely worked 
twice as hard and I think 
that’s really helped to get 
me where I am. But also 
you just get less money to 


do the things you want to 
do and to tell the stories 
you want to tell. That’s just 
a fact. 

You have these two power¬ 
house performances from 
Tessa Thompson and Lily 
James. How was your 
experience working with 
them on your first feature? 
It was amazing. Tess has 
been on the project since 
2015 — we met at the 
Sundance Directors Lab.... 
With Lily, she came on 
when we were in prep and 
I’d seen her on stage when 
I lived in London and I 
thought there’s a darkness 
in this person and I’d really 
love to exploit it [laughs] 

— which I told her, and I 
think terrified her, but I 
think it’s also the reason 
why she wanted to do the 
project. 

You’re working with Jordan 
Peele next with “Candy- 
man.” That was such a 
huge cult horror film in the 
‘90s. How did that project 
come to be? 

It was super straightfor¬ 
ward. I basically pitched 
for it. Jordan decided that I 
was the best person for the 
job. I think we just really 
connected. We have a lot 
of the same references 
when it comes to horror.

‘Curse’ a formulaic ghost story

"Curse of La Llorona” doesn't build 
on elements previously introduced 
in earlier films in the “Conjuring” 
universe. Regardless, it fits rela¬ 
tively neatly alongside them, both 
from a style standpoint and a 
narrative one. 

That is to say, like most of its 
sister films, Chaves' is pure 
formula stuff, a ghost story built 
more around jump scares, atmos¬ 
phere and intensity than blood, 
guts and gore. While that means 
hard-core horror fiends will find 
likely plenty of reason to pooh- 
pooh it, more casual fans of the 
genre — those who prefer a more 
low-grade brand of terror — will 
likely find that it fills in the formula 
blanks nicely enough to make for a 


reasonably enjoyable cinematic 
jolt. 

Granted, it doesn't do anything 
to rewrite the horror rulebook in 
any significant way. This won't be 
remembered as a horror classic by 
any stretch. “The Exorcist” it is not. 

But, after you see it, you just 
might move a little faster to bury 
your head under the covers once 
your turn out your bedroom lights.

The latest frisky Disneynature film, 
“Penguins,” creates a character intro¬ 
duced as a 5-year-old Adelie penguin the 
screenwriter, David Fowler, has named 
Steve. “Meet Steve,” narrator Ed Helms 
says. He's about to mate for life, become 
a bumbling, comic-relief Antarctica 
father and do his best to take the 
audience's mind off the perpetual 
danger his family faces from predatory 
birds, hungry leopard seals, killer Orcas, 
ferocious, subzero katabatic winds and 
composer Harry 
^ Gregson-Williams' 
insistent whistling 
theme on the soundtrack. 

Adelie male penguins attract a mate 
by various means, among them the 
quality of their nest made of stones. The 
missus in Fowler's scenario, named 
Adeline, puts up with Steve's chronic 
tardiness because “Penguins” may as 
well be titled “Love That Steve.” He's the 
definition of pluck, penguin division. 

This latest example of Disneynature's 
Earth Day-themed appreciations is 
actually quite good for its

type. Directors Alastair Fothergill and 
Jeff Wilson capture some achingly 
beautiful sunsets, and Adelie penguins 
never look so noble as when they're 
silhouetted in the frame, against a blast 
of color suffusing the icy horizon. 

Filmed across three years, “Penguins” 
presumably used a wide variety of Steve 
and Adeline look-alikes to form compos¬ 
ite portraits of the ordinary middle-class 
Adelie couple we see here. In the spirit of 
previous Disneynature film voice-over 
artists John C. Reilly and Tina Fey, Helms 
contributes a winning inner-monologue 
voice for Steve, while also delivering the 
alternately threatening and comforting 
narration. Are some of the movie's 
suspense tactics a little cheap? Of 
course they are. They always are in 
these movies.

Nets miffed at gissly Sixers 


After Philly star’s laughing apology, 
B’kiyn doesn’t see flagrant as funny 


In the aftermath of the 
76ers manhandling the Nets 
in their Game 2 blowout vic¬ 
tory Monday night in Phila¬ 
delphia, All-Stars Joel Em- 
biid and Ben Simmons sat to¬ 
gether on the news confer¬ 
ence podium and giggled 
like a couple of schoolboys 
who knew they got away 
with something as Embiid of¬ 
fered an “apology” that was 
far short of heartfelt for deck¬ 
ing Nets center Jarrett Allen 
with an elbow to the mouth. 

“I saw the replay and obvi¬ 
ously wasn’t intentional and 
I got him pretty good and 
I’m sorry about...” Embiid 
said before he and Simmons 
looked at each other and 
cracked up. After regaining 
control, Embiid added, “I’m 
sorry about it. It wasn’t inten¬ 
tional.” Nodding toward Sim¬ 
mons, Embiid said, “I’m not 
usually humble. That’s why 
he’s laughing.” 

Several Nets who saw a re¬ 
play of Embiid’s remarks 
weren’t laughing after prac¬ 
tice Wednesday, and it 
won’t be surprising if they 
go into Game 3 Thursday 
night at Barclays Center 
with a chip on their shoul¬ 
ders and a physical edge to 
their games in a first-round 
series tied at 1-1. 


“We didn’t really like 
that,” Nets guard Caris LeV- 
ert said. “We thought that 
was kind of disrespectful, es¬ 
pecially after the elbow he 
threw. There’s no love lost. 
It’s a playoff series. We ex¬ 
pect that.” 

Asked if Embiid’s actions 
demand a physical response, 
LeVert said, “We just want 
to play our game and do 
whatever it takes to win. Be 
physical when we can. We 
don’t feel like we’re a dirty 
team. We definitely have to 
protect ourselves out there.” 

Embiid only was tagged 
with a flagrant one foul 
though many Nets felt he 
should have been ejected 
with a flagrant two. Mo¬ 
ments after the Embiid shot. 
Nets rookie Rodions Kurucs 
tangled with Simmons, 
shoved a forearm in his face 
and also was hit with a fla¬ 
grant one for a far less se¬ 
vere blow. 

Spencer Dinwiddle said 
the Nets can’t afford to take 
justice into their own hands, 
implying they don’t get the 
same leeway from the offi¬ 
cials as the 76ers do. “If J.A. 
throws the same elbow and 
hits Joel, he’s getting 
ejected,” Dinwiddle said. 
“That’s just kind of what it 


is. We can’t play that game.” 

After Game 2, Allen said 
he didn’t believe Embiid’s 
shot was delivered “with 
menace,” and he stuck to 
that answer Wednesday and 
downplayed the notion of 
seeking revenge. 

Asked for his reaction to 
laughter by Embiid and Sim¬ 
mons, Allen said, “I honestly 
don’t know what to think 
about it. I’m just thinking 
how I say it. I don’t think 
there was any malice. I just 
think it was an aggressive 
play. Go to the next play and 
play basketball.” 

Nets veteran Jared Dud¬ 
ley described Embiid, who 
has a history of emotional 
displays, as a “silly guy.” He 
wondered why the NBA 
didn’t fine Embiid. 

“I felt a certain type of 
way for it just because 
you’re laughing and some¬ 
one could have really gotten 
hurt,” Dudley said. “Luckily, 
Jay did pop up. For us, you 
can get even however you 
want to do it, but the biggest 
thing for us to get even is 
winning Game 3.” 

The way Allen leapt to his 
feet and celebrated drawing 
the charge with his team¬ 
mates actually might have 
convinced the referees the 
blow wasn’t as severe as it 
appeared. With a smile, Dud¬ 
ley said he would have han¬ 
dled it differently. (newsday)

Isles’ waiting game for next round 


And now, they wait. 

The Islanders, fresh off their 
four-game sweep of the Penguins 
in the first round of the playoffs, 
may not begin their second- 
round series for at least a week 
against either the Capitals or the 
Hurricanes. 

The long layoff will bring some 
needed rest in the midst of a phys¬ 
ical postseason run, particularly 
with the status of defenseman 
Johnny Boychuk and right wing 
Cal Clutterbuck unclear after both 
exited in the second period of 
Tuesday night's 3-1 win in Game 
4 at Pittsburgh. Coach Barry 
Trotz had no immediate update 
after the game, and the team did 
not practice on Wednesday. 

But long stretches between 
games is not an optimal model 
for maintaining peak perfor¬ 
mance. 


“We're going to manage it 
right,” said Trotz, who also will 
give his team Thursday off. “We'll 
try to get in a rhythm. This group 
always practices very well. It's not 
afraid of work, it's not afraid of the 
challenge. If it's a week off, or 
eight or nine days, that'll be the 
challenge.” 

The Capitals hold a 2-1 edge on 
the Hurricanes heading into 
Thursday night's Game 4 at Car¬ 
olina and that series could be over 
as soon as Saturday or extend 
until next Wednesday. 

If that series goes to Game 7, 
the Islanders likely wouldn't re¬ 
sume play until April 26. 

The Bruins-Maple Leafs series, 
the only other active one in the 
Eastern Conference, could end as 
soon as Friday or extend until 
Tuesday. The NHL is not likely to 
start the second round in a confer¬ 


ence without the first round being 
fully completed. 

Trotz, who coached the Capi¬ 
tals to their first Stanley Cup last 
season, is way more familiar with 
his former team than the Hurri¬ 
canes as scouting reports are pre¬ 
pared on each team. 

“We're going to study Car¬ 
olina,” Trotz said. “We know 
Washington quite well.” 

If the Islanders do play the Capi¬ 
tals, Trotz's dressing-room decla¬ 
ration to his former players on 
Nov. 26 as he was presented with 
his Cup ring that “You'll have to 
go through the Island, but you 
guys can do it again,” will no 
doubt be replayed over and over. 

“When I said it, I believed it,” 
Trotz said. “If it happens to be 
Washington, what I said will be 
played forever on every news¬ 
cast.” (NEWSDAY)

No license 
to fight for 
‘Big Baby’ 

The New York State 
Athletic Commission has 
declined heavyweight Jar¬ 
rell “Big Baby” Miller's ap¬ 
plication for a license to 
fight Anthony Joshua on 
June 1 at the Garden, the 
Los Angeles Times 
learned Wednesday. 

Brooklyn's Miller 
(23-0-1, 20 knockouts) 
was positioned for a re¬ 
ported $4.875-million 
purse to meet the un¬ 
beaten, three-belt heavy¬ 
weight champion Joshua 
of England in his U.S. 
debut on DAZN, but a 
sample he submitted for 
drug testing on March 20 
was found to contain the 
banned performance-en¬ 
hancing substance 
GW1516, identified by 
famed BALCO founder 
Victor Conte as a selec¬ 
tive androgen receptor 
modulator. 

“It's known for giving 
enormous endurance 
and performance boost,” 
Conte told The Times in a 
Wednesday text mes¬ 
sage. “By improving car¬ 
diovascular performance, 
[the substance also 
known as] Cardarine will 
also help stimulate fat 
loss. 

“It's often referred to 
as ‘exercise in a bottle.' At 
10-20 mg a day, you'll be 
able to take your intensity 
to the next level.” 

Miller's promoter, 
Dmitry Salita, told 
ESPN.com Tuesday night 
when word broke of the 
positive test that Miller 
would remain in training 
as Salita worked to obtain 
more information. 

The New York commis¬ 
sion had all the informa¬ 
tion it needed to deny 
Miller, it turns out.
